pome Simple Method* by W hich It May

It has been discovered that if a steel 
knife and a silver fork be inserted iii a 
large orange an electric current will bo 
generated. If the end of the fork aud 
the end of tho knife sticking from the 
orango bo connected with an electric 
measuring instrument, quite a percepti­ 
ble current will be found to pass. Tho 
Bailie kind of a battery may be made by 
substituting a cucumber for the orange. 
In fact, any acid fruit may be used. 
In order to make a voltaic pile it is 
only necessary to procure ten or more 
pieces of zinc about an inch square, tile 
same number of pieces of copper and a 
like number of pieces of paper. Tile 
palier should bo thoroughly soaked in 
vinegar. 
First take a piece of zinc. On it 
place a piece of vinegar soaked palier, 
then put on a piece of copper, then a 
piece of paper, then another zinc aud 
then paper, and so on until all the 
pieces of zinc, copper and paper have 
been used. It is important that a piece 
of zinc shonld be on one end and a piece 
of copper on the other. After the pile is 
completed again soak the whole slight­ 
ly in vinegar; then clean it off on the 
outside. 
If the forefinger of one hand be held 
against one end and the forefinger of 
the other hand be held on the other end 
of the pile, quite a perceptible current 
will be felt. If several persons clasp 
hands and the persons on each end of 
the line touch the voltaic pile, the cur­ 
rent will flow through the bodies of all 
those in position. 
The thermopile is another electrical 
current producer that may be made in 
any household at a trifling expense. 
The electric current is generated in this 
case by heat, and anything from a can­ 
dle to a live coal may be used to pro­ 
duce the heat. 
Take a lot of German 
silver and copper wire and cut it into 
six inch lengths. 
Then take a German 
silver length aud a copper length and 
twist the ends together. Yon will have 
a V shaped arrangement of wire. Take 
another length of German silver wire 
and twist one end of it tightly around 
Hie copper end of the V. 
Continue the 
process until you have a long succession 
of what might bo called W ’s or double 
V ’s arranged with alternate pieces of 
copper and German silver wire. 
Now take two large curtain rings. 
Bend your string of wire lengths until it 
has assumed the position of a star and 
clamp it between the two curtain rings. 
One end of the string of wires should 
be copper and the other German silver. 
You will nnct when these are clumped 
between the curtain rings that the in­ 
ner points of the star form a small cir­ 
cle in the middle of the rings. Tho 
rings should be placed on uprights aud 
a candle should be lighted, so that the 
flume will play bctwetu the inner 
points of the star.—New York Herald.

Maple sirup is one of 
the easiest things to “ doctor.” For in­ 
stance, a gallon of strictly pure, light 
colored maple sirup is received, and for­ 
eign substances, as cane sugar or glu­ 
cose, are added and three gallons made, 
and all are branded ‘‘pure maple simp. ” 
Some years ago I stepped into a gro­ 
cery store in the city of Denver aud in­ 
quired if they had any genuine maple 
sirup. 
“ Oh, yes”—and I was shown 
cans branded “ pore Vermont maple 
simp. ” I asked the grocer if he would 
kindly let me taste a sample. He did 
so, aud as I looked up I suspect he be­ 
gan to “ smell mice” and asked if I was 
a manufacturer of the article. I said, 
“ Yes, and I ship It every spring to 
your city.” 
Seeing he 
was 
fairly 
caught, he said: “ The fact is I cannot 
fool yon, I see. This sirup of ours wa* 
probably made in Chicago,” 
Last spring I scut rn gsillwa by re 
quest to a pastor of a church in Brook­ 
lyn who in his boyhood days used to 
live on a farm In Chenango county and 
knew what real maple sirup was. 
We 
sent him a gallon of early muke, of a 
light amber shade, and at once received 
word that the sirup was entirely ahead 
of any be had ever seen, aud that it 
was an utter im possibility to procure 
such in the city 
Why is it impossible? I know fine 
sirup is made aud shipped. The fact 
is, as I said before, the consumer is not 
allowed to taste that fine, light colored, 
genuinely pare article, for once be gets 
a taste of it the trade tor the bogus ar­ 
ticle is gone. 
A few days ago a friend 
told me he sent a pound of tine sugar, 
made by ono of our farmers, to his

A part, perhaps, is from the small 
quantity of the salt3 and other bases 
contained in these waters (we are not 
speaking of cathartic or chalybeate wa­ 
ters), but the benefit from this source is 
very slight.

DIPLOMATIC AUCTIONS. 


Simple Method* by Which 
Be Generated. 
It has been discovered that if a steel 
knife and a silver fork be inserted in a 
largo orange an electric current w ill be 
generated. 
If the end of the fork aud 
the end of the kuife sticking from the 
orango be connected w ith an electric 
m easuring instrum ent, qnite a percepti­ 
ble current w ill be found to pass. 
The 
same kind of a battery may be m ade by 
substituting a cucum ber for tho orange. 
In fact, any acid fru it may be used. 
In order to m ake a voltaic pile it is 
only necessary to procure ten or more 
pieces of zinc about an inch square, die 
same num ber of pieces of copper ami a 
like num ber of pieces of paper 
Tho 
paper should be thoroughly soaked in 
vinegar. 
F irst take a piece of zinc. 
On it 
place a piece of vinegar soaked paper, 
then put cm a piece of copper, then a ( 
piece of paper, then another zinc aud | 
then paper, and so on until all the 
pieces of zinc, copper and paper have 
been used. 
It is im portant th a t a piece 
of zinc should be on one end and a piece j 
of copper on the other. A fter the pile is 
oomideted again soak the whole slight- I 
ly in vinegar; then clean it off on the 
outside. 
If the forefinger of one hand be held 
against one end and tho forefinger of 
the other hand be held on the other end 
of the pile, quite a perceptible current 
w ill be felt. 
If several persons clasp 
hands and the persons on each end of ( 
the line touch the voltaic pile, the cur- > 
ren t w ill flow through the bodies of all t 
those in position. 
The therm opile is another electrical ( 
current producer th a t may bo made in . 
any household at a trifling exp-n** j 
The electric current is generated in this 
case by heat, and anything from a can­ 
dle to a live coal m ay be n m d to pro- j 
duce the h e a t 
Take a lot of G erm an ; 
silver and copper w ire and cu t it into 
six inch leugtha 
Then take a G erm an 
silver length aud a copper length and 
tw ist the ends together. 
Yon w ill have 
a V shaped arrangem ent of wire. 
Take 
another length of G erm an silver w’ire 
and tw ist one end of it tightly around 
tho copper end of the V. 
Continue the 
process until you have a long succession 


o i w hat m ight be called W ’s or double 
V ’s arranged w ith alternate pieces of j 
copper and G erm an silver wire. 
Now take tw o large curtain rings, j 
Bend your string of w ire length - u n til it 
has assumed the position of a star and : 
clam p it between tho tw o curtain rings. 
One end of the string of w ires should , 
be copper and the other Germ an silver. J 
You w ill find w hen these are clam ped 
between the curtain rings th a t the in ­ 
ner points of the star form a sm all cir­ 
cle in the m iddle of the rin g a

rings should be placed on uprights aud 
a candle should be lighted, so th a t the 
flume w ill play between the inner 
points of the star.— New York Herald.

I have carefully studied this mat­ 
ter, aud I am convinced that dealers in 
large towns and cities are largely re­ 
sponsible for this. Maple sirup is one of 
tho easiest things to “ doctor.” 
For in­ 
stance, a gallon of strictly pure, light 
colored maple sirup is received, and for­ 
eign substances, as cane sugar or glu­ 
cose, are added and three gallons made, 
and all arc branded "pure maple sirup. *’ 
Some Jim * tog** I stepped into a gro­ 
cery store in the city of Denver aud in­ 
quired if they had any genuine maple 
sirup. 
“ Oh, yea” — and I was shown 
cans branded "pure Vermont maple 
sirup." I asked the grocer if he would 
kindly let me taste a sample. 
He did 
to, and as I looked up I suspect he be 
gun to “ smell m ice” and asked if I wa# 
a manufacturer of the article. 
I said, 
“ Yes, and I ship it every spring to 
your city .” 
Seeing he 
was 
fairly 
caught, he said: "The fart is I cannot 
fool yon, I see. 
This sirup of ours was 
probably made iu Chicago.” 
Last spring I snit m gallon by re 
quest to a pastor of a chut© Ii in Brook

MINERAL WATERS. 


W hy and How They Benefit Those That 
B rink Them . 
When a patient reaches a m ineral 
water health resort, he is exam ined by 
the resident physician and ordered to 
drink certain quantities of the water at 
certain tim es during the day. These are 
increased from day to day until the 
m axim um quantity needed is reached. 
He is ordered to drink one or tw o glass­ 
fuls upon rising, two or three glasses 
between breakfast and dinner, the same 
quantity in the afternoon and a couple 
of glasses before going to bed. 
The pa­ 
tient is urged to take it whether he 
w ants it or not. 
He m ay say that ho is 
not thirsty, but that m akes no differ­ 
ence; he must take it as a m edicine. 
The quantity is increased until we have 
known 80 glasses per day to be taken. 
A part of the benefit derived is be­ 
cause of the rest and change of scene. 
A part, perhaps, is from 
the sm all 
quantity of the salts aud Other bases 
contained in these w aters (w e are not 
speaking of cathartic or chalybeate w a­ 
ters), but the benefit from this source is 
very slight. The secret of the cure is in 
the quantity of water taken. If the w a­ 
ter bo pure, free from organic matter, 
and taken in sufficient quantity, the re­ 
sults w ill be substantially the same, re­ 
gardless of the “ traces” of lith ia and 
sm all quantities of sodium chloride and 
other salts. 
You can perform these 
cures at home w ith the ordinary drink­ 
ing w ater, if of good quality, if you 
w ill require the patient to take it in 
the sam e quantity as at the springs. 
It 
is very easy to add lithia if desired, but 
you m ust not lose sight of the fact that 
the quantity of water (not lith ia) taken 
is the im portant thing. It acts by flood­ 
ing the kidneys, by w ashing out the
